I. BIDDING - Each lot will be sold to the highest bidder UNRESERVED 
at a slight advance over the next highest bid. In the event of floor 
disputes, the auctioneer’s determination shall be final. All bids are to be 
per lot; no lots will be broken. We reserve the right to reject any bid 
that we believe has not been submitted in good faith. 


II. MAIL BIDDERS — No commission will be charged for executing mail 
bids. When a mail bidder submits the high bid on a lot, he will be 
awarded the lot at a nominal 5 to 10% advance over the second highest 
bid. (For further explanation, see An Important Note to Mail Bidders, 
pg. ii.) In the event of tie winning mail bids, the first bid received will be 
awarded the lot. Bids are accepted in whole dollars only. All others will 
be rounded to the nearest dollar. No unlimited or “buy” bids will be 
accepted. All bid sheets must be signed; company bids must be 
submitted with a personal signature. We cannot assume responsibility 
for any errors made as to lot numbers or amount on mail bid sheets, so 
check your bid sheet carefully.

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QUANTITATIVE GRADING SYSTEM 


At New England Rare Coin Auctions we use the same grading system as our 
parent company, New Eitgland Rare Coin Galleries. We feel that this system 
provides a more precise method of helping the bidder to better ascertain the 
exact condition of those lots in which he has an interest. Our quantitative 
grading system is basically patterned after Dr. Sheldon’s quantitative scale which 
he developed to grade Large Cents. His system has been almost universally 
adopted in recent years and is now used to describe all denominations and series 
from Colonials to Pioneer Gold. The numbers used in this grading system are as 
follows: 


Poor.1 

Fair.2 

About Good .3 

Good.4-6 

Very Good.8-10 

Fine.12-15 

Very Fine .20-25-30-35 

Extremely Fine.40-45 

Almost Uncirculated.50-55 

Uncirculated .60-65-70 


As an example of how this works, a coin which just meets the minimum 
requirements for Very Fine would be graded Very Fine—20. A slightly better 
piece would be graded Very Fine-25. A coin which would previously be graded 
as Very Fine to Extremely Fine would be a Very Fine—30 while a coin that falls 
short of the Extremely Fine grade would be graded a Very Fine—35. This 
grading system has been used mainly on U. S. coins only. Conventional grading 
has been used for the most part on foreign coins and currency. 

However, far more important than the actual system is the accuracy with which 
the system is employed. Coins are not only graded with exceptional accuracy, 
but are described with regard to depth of strike, defects, color, lustre, and other 
important factors. The result is accurate grading: best for the seller - best for 
the buyer. 


AN IMPORTANT NOTE TO MAIL BIDDERS 


If you are submitting mail bids, you may have some questions regarding how we execute 
your bids. When we receive mail bid sheets, they are sequentially assigned bidder numbers. 
The bids on each sheet are then transferred into a master bid book for the auction. For 
example, let’s say we receive your bids and assign you bidder #749. We would then post 
your bids into the master book as shown in the diagram below.

Just before the auction starts, based on the mail bids submitted, we record what the opening 
bid will be on each lot in the column marked “opening bid” (as shown above). This opening 
bid is determined by increasing the second highest bid received on a given lot by 5-10%. For 
example, we received mail bids of $250, $500, & $1,000 for Lot 658. The second highest 
bid (i.e. $500) increased by 5-10% is $550. Therefore, $550 is the figure recorded in the 
“opening bid” column. Now, if there is no floor activity on the lot, you (as bidder #759) 
are awarded the lot at $550. If there is floor activity on the lot, we will act as your agent and 
bid competitively for you. If the amount you bid is not exceeded by a buyer on the floor, 
you will be awarded the lot at wherever the bidding stopped. 


It is important to emphasize that the bid you submit on a lot should always be the absolute 
maximum that you would be willing to pay for that lot. Following the above procedure, we 
will always try to obtain the lot for you as inexpensively as possible; you will not necessarily 
have to pay the full amount of your bid. As a matter of fact, nearly 70% of our mail bidders 
are awarded their successful purchases at less than their top bids. All of our auctions are 
unreserved, too. This means we do not allow reserve bids, and every coin in our sales issold 
to the highest bidder. 


New England Rare Coin Auctions offers many special services for its mail bidders. Our 
Exhibition Service offers you the opportunity to personally view the lots before placing 
your bids. Our Personal Bidding Service offers you your own personal agent at our auctions. 
(Further information on both these services is in the front section of this catalog.) We also 
allow you to limit the total amount of your purchases (consult the Terms and Conditions of 
Sale for further details). This way you can submit more bids, greatly increasing your chances 
of successfully obtaining one or two coins of your choice without overextending your 
budget.

Fractional Currency 


FRACTIONAL CURRENCY 


Fractional currency was issued as the Civil War came to an end. Hard money, 
as most coins were known, was hoarded for its intrinsic value. Merchants 
found it difficult to transact business which gave rise to emergency tokens and 
finally resulted in the government printing small denomination currency. The 
first issue of Fractional currency has been known as Postage Currency named 
after its postage stamp vignette. Subsequent issues Two through Five used 
vignettes created especially for this new denomination currency. 

This selection includes many Superb Gem notes including specimen notes. The 
attributions arc according to Paper Money of the United States by Jack and 
Robert Friedberg, 8th edition. Estimates are based upon Freidberg’s reference 
and current market valuations where appropriate.

Since most cataloguers did not make a distinction between the 
two varieties, I have included them together in one listing of their combined 
auction records. They are also not listed separately in the Red Book, although 
the difference between the two varieties is certainly as significant as the 
difference between the 13 star reverse and 14 star reverse varieties of 1804 and 
many other comparable varieties that are distinguished in the Red Book. ” Here 
is an opportunity to acquire one of the great rarities of the future.

I 
have not seen the deceptive first strikes of this date that I have of some others, 
such as the 1867 or 1868, but once again, the position of the date on the 
proofs is different than it is on business strikes, being slightly lower in the field 
and placed more to the left.”

In our survey of 238 catalogues, this date ranked 8th in rarity 
according to number of appearances although it did rate next to last 
according to rarity by average grade. As with the 1880 and several other dates 
as well, this is because virtually every known 1884 is uncirculated or very 
nearly so. However, although most specimens are uncirculated, very few of them 
are really choice, and strict MS-65 specimens have been known to command 

corn. 









1447 forge premiums. Proof-like business strikes are not nearly as deceptive of this 
C’on’t. date as arc the first strikes of many other dates. However, to aid those who 
might not he familiar with the appearance of a proof, I will point out that on 
all the proofs that l have seen, RICA of AMERICA is distinctly recut, whereas 
it is not on the business strikes. Also, on the reverse of the proofs, there is a 
faint trace of an outline around the dots of the tassels at the top of the 
wreath, while l have not noticed such an outline on any business strikes, /is 1 
have indicated, however, business strikes of this date are rarely all that 
deceptive and they lack the depth of field and ‘orange peel’ surface that are 
common to a true proof. ” 

Actually, in this cataloger’s opinion, the 1884 is far more underrated in all 
grades than the 1886. In fact, this is the only truly Choice (or better) Mint 
State 1884 we have ever seen. At the recent ANA convention in Houston, a 
borderline MS-60 coin was offered at $4,000. That was the only other Mint 
State specimen we saw available at the entire show. This incredible coin 
combines true rarity with unimprovable quality. We doubt that the market will 
see its equal in the foreseeable future. Tire Guide Book valuation is utterly 
meaningless, a fact which its next owner must, however painfully, accept. The 
buyer who is best able to disregard current listings when competing for 
exceptional quality coins now is the one who will profit most in the future. In 
our opinion, this coin is well worth a bid near the five figure level, (color 
photo)
